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The Governor's Idea of Justice 


M ichael V. DiSalle has been a good gov. 
ernor in most respects, but once again he 
presum ably has left his prejudice 
against 
capital punishment influence him into gross 
m isuse of his gubernatorial powers. 
He has commuted the sentence of another 
person convicted of murder, this time saving 
the life of Mrs. Edythe Klumpp, whom a 
jury had condemned to death. 
Here was a woman who had been found 
guilty of shooting to death the wife of the 
man who was her lover, then setting fire 
to the victim 's body in an attempt to cover 
up the murder. 


MRS 
KLUMPP confessed to the 
crime. 
She repudiated the confession later, of course, 
as many criminals do when they face the 
prospect of paying the penalty. She changed 
her story again, after she was refused a 
new tria1, and tried to pin the blame on her 
lover The courts did not accept that story. 
The jury which tried Krs. Klumpp was so 
convinced of her guilt that it discarded its 
prerogative of decreeing mercy, which would 
have saved her life. The Ohio courts and the 
U.S. Supreme Court upheld the conviction. 
Gov. DiSalle now has substituted his own 
judgment and commuted the woman’s death 
sentence 
“Justice could not be served by her execu. 
tion,” the governor said. 


What is the definition of justice? The gov­ 


ernor is entitled to his opinion, but the laws 


of Ohio define justice in first degree murder 


as the death penalty—if a jury so decides. 


The law leaves the decision up to the jury. If 
a defendant is found guilty, he can be pun­ 
ished with imprisonment—or death. 


Perhaps the governor is right in hi* op­ 
position to capital punishment. He has good 
arguments from notable authorities on his 
side. 
The other side may be right, too. It like­ 
wise has many good arguments. 


IF CAPITAL 
PUNISHMENT should 
be 
abolished, that is a decision the Ohio Legis­ 
lature—or the people via a referendum—must 
make If capital punishment is the law, the 
governor should uphold it. 
The governor was given the power of com­ 
mutation in order to correct obvious 
mis­ 
carriages of justice, not because he might 
think one defendant should be executed and 
another should not. 
We are entirely sympathetic with Gov. Di- 
Salle’s right to oppose capital punishment, 
even though we disagree with him 
But we do not believe he should substitute 
his judgment for that of a jury and 
the 
courts whom the law clothes with authority 
for passing judgment.

Timely Advice 


City Council President Michael Schuller has 
spoken w isely in urging restraint on city 
expenditures, despite the fact that the muni­ 
cipality’s general fund will be enriched by 
the income tax now being collected. 
He has cautioned fellow cotincilmen against 
making premature commitments, simply be­ 
cause the levy of one-half of one per cent 
against the salaries of all wage earners will 
ret the city additional revenue this year. The 
tax went into effect Jan. 1 but immediate 
benefits will not accrue for several months. 
There w as the usual gantlet of criticism 
preceding the enactment of the tax ordin­ 
ance but Council realized that the tax levy 
was the only solution to its economic ills— 
general fund anemia. 
But now that the tax is law, Council is 
answerable to the public on how the funds 
are spent. 


CD Is Essential 


Two Salem men head op important, yet 
seemingly unappreciated 
jobs in Civil De­ 
fense. 


William W’ark is Columbiana County CD 
director and Atty. George Bowman has been 
named city chairman. 
The lack of appreciation comes from the 
public which doesn’t appear to understand 
the value of a good civilian defense pro­ 
gram. This attitude is not peculiar to Salem 
alone. Countless communities across the na­ 
tion view the CD program from afar, like 
something that isn’t necessary. 
A good civil defense program can be geared 
to cope with many emergencies, not neces­ 
sarily those of wartime, and the fact that 
county commissioners, city councils, mayors 
and others in the county are taking an active 
part in a rebirth of the organization makes 
sense. Businessmen and others who accept the 
assignments of leadership deserve credit.

Gaston Kreeps, artist: All I can say is that 
I like m em orials that can be understood the 
same day they are first seen.” 
Mrs Arabella Snark, housewife: “ It looks 
like a display of sanitized suspension bridge 
pillars My guess is that it’s all a Republican 
plot.”

Again the issue is con­ 
fused And again it is improbable that Amer­ 
icans will understand that Laos is not the 
issue. There are only 
about 
two 
million 
Laotians They wish they never had heard of 
the United Sates, the United Nations, or the 
Soviet Union; most of them never did hear 
these names or any of the other names ban­ 
died about in the struggle for control. 
The issue In Korea was whether the United 
States and its allies could keep the Korean 
peninsula from being used as a staging area 
for the ultimate conquest of Japan by Chinese 
and Russian Communists. It was a stitch in 
military geography that had to be taken in 
tim e for the security of the Japanese islands. 
The issue in Laos is whether this other­ 
w ise unimportant country is going to be used 
as a t vrridor for the movement of military 
supplies southward from Communist China 
for the ultimate conquest of Thailand, Cam­ 
bodia ard South Viet Nam, all friendly to 
non-Communist powers. 
The news is about Laos, and most of it is 
incomprehensible to Americans, who cannot 
comprehend the criss-cross of politics involv­ 
ing Laotians with confusing nam es and even 
more confusing positions. But the issue is 
security against expansion of Red China into 
southeastern Asia. This is another stitch in 
time. 
With that in mind, the news from Lao« 
will be no less confusing but its significance 
will be at least as clear as it finally was 
in Korea.

A gigantic pro­ 
ject is contemplated which would 
carry water from the moist north 
to the semi-arid south. To build 
that would be one of the m any re­ 
sponsibilities of a governor. 
The 
California 
legislature 
is 
solidly Democratic and at least the 
State Senate will be Democratic 
after 1962. 
That 
w'ould frustrate 
Nixon as a Republican governor. 


IF NIXON RAN and won, he 
would have little tim e for the job 
of helping to build up Republican 
morale and organization strength 
over the nation in anticipation of 
1964. As a private citzen he can 
command national 
attention 
and 
leadership 
beyond 
1962. His big 
vote in I960 assures him of that. 
The argument of Sen. Goldwater, 
that Nixon, in order to preserve 
bis strength as party leader, must 
hold a public office, is not valid 
under the circumstances. 
it is not likely that Nixon has yet 
made his plans for the future. But 
it is likely that the considerations 
outlined above would deter him 
from running 
for 
the 
California 
governorship. For he not only is 
well equipped with political acu­ 
men but he knows the people of 
his native state and their manner 
of thinking.

Recently Gen. C. P. Cabell, dep­ 
uty director of the ( entral Intel­ 
ligence 
Agency, 
made

little- 
noticed speech that tells a good 
deal about the Soviet strategy and 
motives. The CIA gathers infor­ 
mation about the “cold war” which 
is constantly being furnished to the 
highest officials of the U n i t e d 
States government, 
Gen. Cabell naturally chooses his 
words carefully and the conclu­ 
sions he draws can be accepted 
as authoritative He says: 
“What do the Communist leaders 
really want? 
“The a n s w e r is. simply, the 
world. Call It conquest, domina. 
tion, or control, their aim, as stat­ 
ed by them selves and as demon­ 
strated 
in 
their 
actions, 
is 
to 
destroy freedom in the world and 
to impose a Communist structure 
on the whole globe. . . . 
“Theirs is the language of total 
war. They have a consistency and 
a single-mindedness about promot­ 
ing a world revolution which is 
unique in the history of dictator­ 
ships. 
“We have been warned before, 
by Hitler, of plans for world domi- 
naton. We cannot ignore the pres, 
ent, clear Communist warning.. . . 
“The Soviets have one great in­ 
open 
techniques 
of 
diplomacy, 
tangible resource which can best 
be described as gall. 
They 
are 
showing ever-increasing confidence 
and even arrogance 
about 
their 
growth, both in material things and 
in influence. , . . 
“We in intelligence consider that 
the only sensible view of Commu­ 
nist intentions is that they seek to 
destroy us by any means which 
they can use. 
“The next question is, how? Will 
it be by direct military attack or 
by long-term erosion? The answer 
is both. If we display weakness in 
our military establishment, if they 
believe they could strike without 
suffering unacceptable damage in 


return, then they will strike.

soft spots in our non-military pos­ 
ture

home 
and

world they will, as they have in 
the past, 
seek 
to exploit tnese 
weaknesses. . . . 
“ In 
their 
non-military 
arsenal 
they have at their disposal all the 
trnde, foreign aid and cultural m is­ 
sions which, when used by almost 
ar v other country, would be legiti­ 
mate arms of official government 
business. 
“The Communists have in addi­ 
tion local parties in nearly every 
country in the world 
— 
parties 
trained and directed by Moscow, 
as at the recent meeting, and dedi­ 
cated to the overthrow of repre­ 
sentative governments. 
“This is no secret. . . . The So­ 
viets have boasted that there are 
active Communist 
parties in 
87 
countries in the world. . . . 
“The Soviets have the greatest 
and most 
expensive 
propaganda 
machine 
the 
w o r l d has 
ever 
known. . . . 
“Several years ago we were in­ 
clined to say that what goes on far 
across the Atlantic or the Pacific 
does not really affect us. Then we 
began to recognize the real inten­ 
tions of the Communists. Several 
months ago we 
could 
still 
have 
said: ’Today Laos is in danger; 
Tomorrow it may be somewhere 
else, perhaps closer to home.' Now 
we 
are 
forced 
to 
say: 
T o la y 
Laos and today Cuba, 
90 
m iles 
from our shores.' . . . 
“Behind their curtain of secrecy, 
they believe that they can make 
preparations for a 
surprise mili­ 
tary attack. . . .

strike?’ — the answer is they have 
attacked, they are attacking and 
they will continue to attack.” 


THE 
FOREGOING 
is 
an 
ex­ 
ample of what our high officials 
are being told every day 
about 
Communist intrigue and the way 
the cold war is being fought. 
Do the American people realize 
what’s happening? Judging from 
some of the comments 
made 
in 
C o n g r e s s , 
it 
is questionable 
whether the legislators themselves 
are aware 
of 
the 
far-reaching 
significance of the Soviet capture of 
the Castro government. 
It is naturally assumed that the 
people of the United States would 
disapprove of any military action 
to counter the Communist moves. 
This has been said so often that 
the Moscow regime believes it can 
go to almost any lengths and yet 
not meet any real resistance from 
the United States. 
Scarcely 
a day 
goes by 
that 
there aren’t hints of appeasement 
from persons who are close 
to 
President-elect Kennedy. 
They talk about giving up For­ 
mosa or recognizing the Peiping 
regim e or admitting Red China to 
the U.N. — all of which is grist 
to the Communist mill. 
The real decision will have to 
be made soon — whether the new 
administration is going to face up 
to the Communist threat and call 
the Soviet bluff. Laos and Cuba 
are incidental to the larger aspects 
of the cold war.

As soon as they make me the 
king of America, something is go­ 
ing to be done about parking that 
will make your eyes pop. 
The country will be put on six 
months’ notice that all storage of 
vehicles on streets built for traffic 
wiii be absolutely prohibited. Six 
months will be enough time for off- 
street park;ng space to be provid­ 
ed. No parkee, no drivee — that 
will be the rule. 


There will be a piteous wailing 
and weeping. But this is one of 
those situations where the logic is 
so airtight there is no argument. 
No one would expect to park on 
one of the new expressways that 
represent the last word in design 
for highways. 
Yet, by taking parked cars off 
a'l streets, hundreds of now con­ 
gested and inefficient thoroughfares 
could be converted into express­ 
ways without spending a penny of 
public money. 
It simmers down to the question 
of whether a few selfish motorists 
should be allowed to louse up things 
for thousands of others — and the 
answer is No. 
One parked car on a thorough­ 
fare 
ruins 
the 
intent 
of 
t h e 
thoroughfare, which is to let peo­ 
ple get to where they want to go. 
Even with every street - parking 
space filled, the ratio of parked 
drivers to moving drivers is one to 
9 thousand on a busy street. No­ 
where else in the nation would such 
gross abuse of public rights be tol­ 
erated. 
On residential 
streets, 
parked 
cars make it impossible for fire de­ 
partment vehicles to reach fires. 
They make it impossible for snow 
to be removed in winter and for 
streets to be cleaned in summer. 
In the country, the practice of 
parking cars so zany occupants can 
get out to gawk at every fire in 
the hope of seeing someone burned 
to death has become a scandal. 
Would an airport let an a irp lay 
driver park his airplane on a lard­ 
ing strip’ Woul i a seaport let a 
boat driver leave his craft in the 
main channel? 
But try to exlain to an arrogant 
auto driver why be baa no right to 


clutter up a million-dollar street 
with his heap of bolts and the 
knucklehead will quote the Consti­ 
tution. 
He will get his fellow knuckle­ 
heads to sign a petition to have 
you drawn and quartered. He will 
talk about leaving his car wher­ 
ever he wants to leave it as if he 
was describing an inalienable right 
of mankind.
